The  document  refers  to  the  torture  cf  A  Burmese  at 
Victoria  Point  Camp.  The  .van  was  confined  for  tvo  weeks  in  what  was  known 
as  the  Dop  Cage,  a  wooden  structure  3  f t,  b.v  5  ft.  end  then  bepten,  suarended 
by  the  hands  free  a  rafter  and  beaton  in  front  of  some  of  the  officers  of 
the  Camp'.  The  nan's  pnkles  were  then  tied  up  behind  his  body  with  a  rooe 
around  hie  neck  and  a  fire  lit  beneath  his  feet.  LBtcr  he  was  cut  down  and 
driven  away  with  an  erned  guard  pnd  some  digging  tools.  The  truck  returned 
without  the  l.urne6e. 

b)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5260,  the  sworn  statement  of  Vi.O.  II 
A.h.h. CULLSM  is  now  tarn  ered  fer  identification  end  the  excerpts  marked  there¬ 
in,  offered  in  evicence.  This  rteteaent  .elates  to  the  murder  of  a  Burmese  in 
September,  1943.  Japanese  guajrds  beat  the  man  with  p  six  foot  bpnboo  pole  and 
forced  a  passing  Burmese  civilian  to  thrash  his  countryman  with  this  instruaen' 
When  the  victim  was  raw  and  bleeding  the  guards  decided  to  shoot  hin.  This 
was  done  and  two  P.O.W.  belonging  to  the  witness'  detachment,  were  ordered 

to  bury  the  body. 

c)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5120,  the  solemn  declaration  of 
Kg,  Sa2J  KGY<S  is  produced  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts  offered 
in  evidence.  This  docun<r.t  rt*-coo  that  in  June  19*5,  Kempeitai  personnel 
arrested  the  uitneos-'.n  u-  vie  r.rd  '-emoved  money  and  household  goods  from 
their  home.  The  witness  'as  told  by  a  fellow  prisoner  that  his  uncle  was 
tortured;  his  uncle  ha.B  never  returned  home  since  the  arrest. 

d)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5138,  being  the  affiiavit  of  *it.  Col. 
ihL.St.  J. Cub'S!-.,  exhibiting  three  statements  of  OKU  KYaIBG,  KA  SaI.  THZni.  and 
AH  YI  respectively ,  is  produced  for  U ent if ication  and  the  tanked  excerpts 
now  tendered  in  evidence.  This  statement  relates  to  the  massacre  by  Japanese 
of  women  and  children  civilian  inhabitants  of  the  villago  of  xilaLG.  They 
were  oushed  into  a  number  of  houses  and  fired  on  by  machine  guns,  pnd  the 
houses  set  on  fire.  Two  girls  although  wounded,  escaped.  One  of  then  OKI. 
KYalnd  states: 
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"7e  were  oushed  ins  lie  ar.d  after  about  two  hours  we  were  fired

on  by  machine  guns  Ihe  firing  continued  until  p11  the  crying 
end  meaning  had  ceased.  I  vpb  *->ouiu  ed  in  ay  right  hip,  under 
ay  left  era  and  on.  ay  right  hand.  If  anyone  cried  out  the 
firing  started  up  again.  V.hen  everything  had  been  qui»t  for 
soae  tine,  smoke  began  filling  the  rooa  and  one  side  of  the 
house  wrs  on  fire.  I  tore  up  soae  floor  boards  and  escaped.'1 

Prosecution  cocuaont  nunbered  6337,  being  the  statement  of  Capt. 
T.C.l.  LbKJ&KIl.  is  now  offered  for  identification  and  the  narked  excerpts 
produced  in  evidence.  This  docunent  in  paragraph  II  thereof  relates  the 
inforarticn  ooteined  in  an  official  investigation  of  the  events  known  as 
the  ETvililG  I-Assecre,  confiraing  the  evidence  of  the  docuaent  last 
produced,  Do.  5138. 

e)  Prosecution  Docuaent  numbered  5137,  being  the  affidavit  of 
Lt.  Col.  Z.L. St.  J.  Couch  exhibiting  charge  sheet  and  Abstract  of  evidence 
in  relation  to  the  KALaSO.,  ^asacre,  is  now  produced  for  identification 
end  the  aarked  excex*pts  offered  in  evicence.  Prosecuti.'-n  docunent  nunbered 
5336,  being  the  report  of  Lt.  Col.  A.k.  Sturrock,  President  Hi.  **  War 
Criaes  Court,  Rangoon,  in  reference,  inter  alia,  to  the  XaLaOOH  hasaacre, 
is  now  offered  for  identification  and  the  narked  excerpts  produced  in 
evidence. 

These  docuaents  describo  the  proceedings  before  the  Court  and 
summarize  the  evidence  given.  The  /illegers  of  KALAOvAi  were  interrogated 
by  the  Xenpeita.i,  beaten  and  tortured.  The  nessacre  vao  carried  cut  oy 
taking  the  villagers  in  .roups  of  about  twer.t.v-f ive  to  the  nearby  wells 

where  they  were  bayonetted  and  thrown  down  the  wells.

Witness  for  the  -/efence:  Col.  ISUKUIia  stated  that  there  vrs  no 
trial  and  that  since  they  were  eatisfied  that  the  villagers  had  been 
ecting  in  a  manner  hostile  to  the  Occupying  Power,  the  Japanese  were 
justified  in  the  circumstance s,  in  carrying  out  a  mass  execution. 

The  first  Accused,  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Unit  carrying  out 
the  massacre,  stated  that  he  thought  the  women  and  children  were  acting 

against  the  Japanese  Army.  When  asked  hov  he  justified  the  killing  of 
infant  children,  he  said  there  vas  no  other  alternative,  he  further  said: 
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"Within  the  Orders  I  received,  the  killing  of  the  children  v«i  pleo 

Included.  If  I  apt  red  the  children,  they  would  be  orphans  and  ae 

such  they  could  not  have  a  living.  In  order  to  save  time  and  c srry  i 

out  my  duties,  I  cruld  rot  help  killing  thee." 

The  evidence  of  the  headman  of  the  village  who  escaped  was  that  of  the 
195  *omen,  175  men  end  260  children  collected  by  the  Je.panese,  only  a  very 
few  escaped  death. 

Prosecution  document  numb* red  5337  already  In  evidence,  in  paragraph 
III  thereof  sake a  reference  to  this  naooacre. 

f)  Prosecution  document  nunbevo-1  5336,  of  Lt.  Col.  A.k.  STvRiiOCK, 
already  in  evidence,  elec  containo  summaries  of  the  proceedings  of  five 
other  trials  if  Japanese  for  alleged  mr  crises.  In  four  of  these  cases 
convictions  »-ere  registered. 

g)  Prosecution  Document  numbered  5344,  the  signed  etatenent  of  KaLL’G 

bU  GYI,  Is  now  offered  for  Identification  ar.d  the  narked  excerpts  tendered  In 
evidence.  This  document  describee  the  beating  of  a  woman  with  a  rifle  by 

Japanese,  at  XYOlujiiiA.  Village.  She  vps  stripped  naked  as  vas  her  nephew  and 

both  were  tied  to  a  railway  carriage  in  the  sun.  Uert  day  the  witness  spw 
blooc.staine  by  the  river  bank  and  on  enquiry,  was  told  by  an  Indien,  also 
arrested  with  the  women,  that  she  and  the  boy  had  been  decapitated.  The 
bodies  were  thrown  into  the  river  by  the  Indian. 

h)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5345,  the  signed  statement  of  KAUHO 

Till.  SrJ.Z,  is  now  produced  for  identification  and  the  excerpts  cerked  therein, 
offered  in  evlcence.  This  document  states  that  the  witness,  a  Police  ConstebL 
accompanied  a  Kecpelte.i  Off  Jeer  to  a  village  where  an  old  man  end  another 
native  were  arrested  on  cuicixon  ■•f  being  concerned  in  the  death  of  a 
Japanese  soldier,  lheee  m«n  were  tortured  with  water  and  then  their  feet 
were  burned,  beveral  houses  were  burned  down.  They  were  then  tejcen  to  Inbln 
where  they  were  cecepitated.  Their  bod  lee  when  they  had  fallen  into  the 
trench  wore  bayonetted  by  Jepaneee  soldiers. 

At  Xyemaung  two  other  men  were  cecaoltpted. 

i)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5347,  the  Bigned  statement  of  hAliWG 
Kli.  >4.  1 8  now  produced  for  identlf ication  and  the  marked  excerpts  offered  In 
evidence.  This  document  states  that  the  witness  acted  ps  en  Interpreter  for  a 
Japanese  officer  in  hay,  1945,  at  Ongun,  when  seven  iurmane  v/ere  being 
questioned.  They  were  tpken  to  Ongun  cemetery  and  there  beheaded.  The 
witness  states: 
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"Although  I  had  my  hnr.de  over  my  eere,  I  could  hear  the  blows  of 
the  sword  pud  the  Jape  bp;/ ing,  'Oh,  that  one  isn't  lead  yet, 
bayonet  his'.  I  heard  crlea  of  'Oh  God'  coning  from  the  trench." 

On  the  next  clay,  two  white  cen,  apparently  Airmen,  who  had  vitneeeec 
the  execution  of  the  rurmane,  were  themselves  murdered  in  the  spne  way. 

The  wltnp.ee  atateet 

"I  have  heard  from  coollea  working  for  the  Jeoaneae,  of  other 
executlone.  Sometimes  there  were  exacutlona  of  batchoB  of  elx 
people,  sometimes  of  bptohes  of  up  to  80  people." 

j)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5842,  the  signed  atateotnt  of  1^. 

PAK  ie  produced  for  ldentif Lcrtlon  pnd  the  narked  excerpta  thereof  offered 
in  evidence.  Thle  document  relates  the  torture  of  iurnese  rationale  by  the 
Kempeitei  at  Shanyvp,  the  vitneea  having  been  forcibly  removod  there,  after 
torture,  In  order  to  Identify  suspected  men.  Ihe  witness  saw  his  father, 
brother  and  other  cer.  shot  by  the  «appneae.  The  headman's  houee  wae  eet  on 
first 

k)  Prceecutlon  document  numbered  5340,  the  signed  statement  of  SA»  20 
GYI  GYa>  le  offered  for  Identification,  and  the  narked  excerote  therein 
tendered  in  evidence.  This  document  etPtee  that  seven  persons  were  executed 
In  Tharpwadcy  by  the  Kompeitpi.  The  execution  wps  observed  by  the  witness 
fro.-  e  window  overlooking  the  compound  within  which  the  people  were  shot. 

l)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5339,  the  sworn  statement  of  R.A. 
HICOL  Is  now  tendered  for  identification  end  the  excerpts  marked,  are 
offered  in  evic ence.  This  statement  c escribes  how  the  witness  was  taken  to 
kokeokwin  forest  In  early  1945  as  An  -nterpreter.  he  bpv  four  Allied  Airmen 
guarded  by  a  yprty  of  v’appnese  soldiers.  After  interrogation,  the  cen  were 
taken  into  the  forest  pnd  hplf  en  hour  lpter,  the  oaoenese  returned  without 
the  men,  but  carrying  their  clothes,  four  pales  of  shoes,  a  pick-aye  and  a 
shovel. 

m)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5348A,  being  the  sworn  statement  of 
Mg.  Tr-A..  .*g,  is  now  produced  for  identification  and  the  merked  excerpts 
therein  offered  in  evidence.  The  document  states  that  in  August,  1944,  at 
Sinikan  the  witness  saw  a  xurmese  tied  to  a  tree,  ordered  to  spy  his  prayers 
pnd  murdered  by  a  Japanese,  who  hpeked  him  all  over  the  body  with  a  sword. 
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This  was  the  punishment  for  refusing  to  disolose  any  knowladge  of  British 
troops. 

n)  Prosecution  docunant  numbered  5348B,  being  the  swcrn  statement  of 
Mg.  IWJiO,  is  now  offered  for  Identification  anl  the  marked  excerpts 

are  produced  in  evidence.  .rosecution  document  numbered  5354,  being  the 
unsworn  statement  of  Sgt.  Maj.  Y0SHEL.3/A,  Sadaichiro,  is  now  offered  for 
identification  aid  the  marked  excerpts  therein  produced  in  evidence.  These 
documents  relate  to  the  murder  of  six  Kaohins  near  BUtHAI,  in  June  1%4, 
beoause  they  were  suspected  of  helping  Allied  troops  in  the  neighbourhood, 
•nxe  six  men  were  bayonetted  to  death  by  the  Japanese  after  being  Interro¬ 
gated*  The  letter  document  of  3gt.!'aj.YGSHIKAJA  is  an  admission  of  this 
incident. 

0)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5359,  the  sworn  statement  of  BOLAND 
JOSjrfH,  is  now  tendered  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts  thereof 
offered  in  evidence.  This  document  states  th*t  the  witness  saw  Karapeitai 
ptrsonnel  set  fire  to  the  fcot  of  an  Indian,  the  foot  having  had  kerosene 
oil  poured  over  it.  Tho  witness  further  states  that  he  saw  a  woman  tied  to 
a  post  and  beaten,  her  longyi  removed  and  beaten  again,  3he  was  dragged 
along  the  road  by  a  rope  from  her  neck  until  unconscious. 

A  Japanese  poured  a  pitcher  full  of  boiling  water  into  an  Indian’s 
mouth.  The  man  wea  pushed  into  a  water-filled  trench  and  submerged  several 
times  until  unconscious.  He  was  then  removed  and  put  into  wooden  fetters, 
p)  Prosecution  docuaent  numbered  5356,  ths  solemn  declaration  of 

JOSH H,  is  produced  for  identification,  and  the  excerpt  marked  therein 
offered  in  evidence. 

This  document  statee  that  in  April,  I9/.5,  the  Kenpeitai  detachment 
at  Tfyaikto  stayed  in  the  witness's  house  until  June.  During  this  time,  the 
witness  observed  the  following  tortures  carried  out  on  their  prisoners  1- 

"(l)  Beat  the  prisoners  with  M3  solid  bamboo  sticks  (approx, 
length  4’/5'  -  diameter  3")  Beat  the  prisoners  until  they 
confessed  (i.e.  forced  confession). 

(2)  During  beating  and  interrogation,  prisoners  were  msds  to  squat 
with  .lands  and  feet  tied  with  rope3. 

(3)  The  hands  of  the  prisoners  were  tied  with  ropes.  Triaonerswere 
then  strung  up  to  the  roof  of  the  house  by  their  hands  so  that 
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their  feet  did  not  touch  the  Ground.  Prisoners  wsre  left  like 

»e 

this  for  auras  lino* 

(4)  During  in ‘.arrogation,  the  prisoner's  hards  sri  legs  were 
3p  lashed  ~ri th  large  quantity  of  boiling  water. 

(5)  The  prisoner  ns  blindfolded,  then  a  large  quantity  of  water 
a  lowly  poured  into  his  mouth  and  nostrils,  so  that  the 
prisoner  suffocated. 

q)  Prosecution  document  numbered  53^1.  the  sworn  statement  of  SD1A 
BaHADIR,  is  now  tendered  for  identification  and  the  excerpts  marked  therein, 
offered  in  evidancs.  The  document  states  that  in  January,  l$45i  the  witness 
and  nearly  1,000  Indians  sera  arrested.  They  were  detained  in  a  church  for 
a  day  without  food  and  drink  and  then  taken  to  Hsipcw  where  six  hundred 
and  twenty-one  men  were  packed  in  o  a  roar  about  25  fjet  square.  There  was 
no  room  to  lie  down  end  the  men  vero  fbrcod  to  sit  with  tl’e  r  knees  tucked 
under  them,  shoulder  to  shoulder. 

•I  was  detained  in  this  room  for  thirty  eifeiit  uaya,  n9ver  being 
allowed  to  30  out.  Our  fcod  consisted  of  a  snu’ll  bs’l  of  rics  and  a 
pinch  of  salt  daily,  with  a  vary  small  quantity  of  water,  "’e  were  not 
allowed  to  leave  the  room  to  porferm  our  natural  functions ,  this  being 
done  in  the  roan  through  a  small  hole  that  had  been  made  in  the  floor. 

Aftor  a  few  days,  the  conditions  in  this  room  became  practically 
unbearable,  the  filth  and  stench  becoming  undescribable. 

During  my  stay  in  this  rH3LL  H0L£" ,  a  pro;:inctely  two  hundred  men 
died  from  various  diseases ;  end  it  *.jt  s  a  common  .  ractice  to  leave  the 
dead  in  the  room  for  a  few  hours,  after  which  they  would  be  taken  out 
by  the  Jcpaneae  and  thrown  into  a  trench  or  bomb-crater,  where  they 
wore  left  exposed  to  the  air*. 

The  witness  and  five  other  Gurkha3  were  then  taken  to  Ibngkai  and 
into  tho  jungle, 

"and  we  were  forced  to  kneel  dewn,  after  our  heads  had  been  tied  be¬ 
hind  cur  backs.  One  of  the  Japaneeo,  which  one  I  do  not  know,  pulled 
ray  coat  clear  of  my  neck,  and  I  saw  that  the  other  five  were  being 
dealt  with  in  the  sane  manner.  At  this  time,  standing  near  us  wrs  one 


\ 
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officer  and  three  soldiers,  whilst  at  a  distance,  I  could  see  about 
twenty  five  others.  The  officer  took  out  his  sword,  and  I  san  him 
hand  it  to  one  of  the  soldiers  ,  and  point  to  me.  The  Japanese  soldiers 
approached  me  fk*om  behind,  and  suddenly  I  felt  a  sharp  pain  in  ny  ' 

neck,  also  I  felt  the  blood  runninc  over  my  face.  After  that  I 
lost  consciousness,  and  I  con  not  say  what  happened. 

Idle  following  morning,  just  as  the  sun  ns  rising  I  came  to  my 
senses,  and  found  that  I  was  soaked  in  blood.  I  looked  around,  and 
found  that  my  five  comrades  were  all  dead  with  their  heads  portly 
severed  from  their  bodies.* 

A  Doctor's  certificate  attached  to  the  document  confirms  the  nature  of 
the  waund  and  describes  the  man's  consequent  disability. 

r'  prosecution  document  numbered  53^4 «  the  ewcrn  statement  of  B3L 
BAHiJJlR  HAI ,  is  now  produced  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts 
therein  offered  in  evidence.  This  document  states  that  in  June  1944,  the 
witness  who  w-_s  acting  as  an  Interpreter  for  the  TCempeitai  in  Hopin,  saw  a 
Corporal  and  two  soldiers  of  the  British  'jrmy  who  had  been  caotured. 

The  Corporal  was  funded  in  his  throat  so  that  he  was  unable  to  eat  or 
drink.  He  was  given  no  medical  aid  and  died  in  two  days. 

The  remaining  soldiers  and  another  w!io  had  just  been  captured  were 
tied  together  and  taken  to  a  nearby  bomb  crater  where  they  were  shot  by  a 
Japanese  Sgt.  I'ajor. 

s)  ironecution  document  numbered  53^5*  the  sworn  statement  of  R.B. 

••ILjCh,  is  now  offered  for  identification  and  the  excerpts  marked,  tendered 
in  evidence. 

This  document  relates  the  maltreatment  of  prisoners  of  war  and 
in- erne es  at  Rangoon  Central  Gaol.  Hon  v/ere  borten  savagely  and  others 
were  frequent  deaths  from  malnutrition  and  lack  of  medical  facilities. 

At  Tavoy  Internment  Camp  men  and  women  were  beaten,  tortured,  put  in 
solitary  confinement  and  starved,  and  the  internees  were  forced  to  eat 
dogs,  rats  and  snakes  to  keep  alive. 

t)  Prosecution  document  numbered  53&7,  the  sworn  statement  of  TAN  HAIN 
-c.  lt.  being  produced  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts  offered  in 
evidence,  describes  the  execution  of  five  Chinese  near  iROUS. 

The  witness  r.ent  to  the  place  of  execution  as  an  Interpreter  and  saw 
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a  number  of  Japanese  of^icero  there  present.  There  was  a  table  covered 
with  a  white  cloth,  on  which  aero  flowers,  one  or  two  bottles  of  sake  a nl 
some  glasses. 

\ 

The  five  prisoners  were  mads  to  sit  with  thsir  legs  in  the  gravea 
whioh  were  already  dug.  They  were  then  shot  by  Japanese  soldiers. 

u)  S'roseoution  Document  nuraberod  53^8 1  the  sworn  statement  of 
J.H.^ILLIAJS,  produced  for  identification,  and  the  oxcerpta  marked 
therein  ere  now  offered  in  evidence.  This  document  describes  tho  beating 
of  rrieonera  of  v/ar  at  UayLyo  end  the  inhumanity  of  a  Japanese  U.O.  who 
kloked  a  man  to  death  who,  suffering  from  a  stomach  conplaint,  was  un« 
cbla  to  control  his  motion. 

r)  Trosecution  Dooument  numbered  53^9»  the  sworn  statement  of 
F4*a.  H.M.  .ILUA13,  la  now  offsrad  for  identification  and  the  marked 
excerpts  produced  in  evidence.  The  document  confirms  the  conditions  in 
ISAY1Y0  as  set  out  in  the  preceding  statement  numbered  5368* 

In  Tavoy  women  were  ordered  to  stand  in  the  aun  for  Sevan,  eight  and 
ten  hours.  In  April,  1945*  a  lady  internee  returned  to  the  house  in  which 
she  lived  at  0339  hours  with  her  cloths3  in  shreds  and  ccid  thax  a 
Japanese  had  attested  to  repo  her.  Another  woman  informed  the  witness 
that  on  several  occasions  tho  some  Japanese  hod  raped  hsr.
